Soils that are acid must be limed 
before they can be made profitable 
productive.

conditions in the soil, provides 
for 
health development 
of 
beneficiary 
faeteria, and makes

the 
growth of clover and other legumes 
which are so necessary to 
provide 
nitrogen for the profitable 
produc­ 
tion of corn atui other grains. 
A 
good example of what can be done 
to increase corn yields by 
proper 
treatment is shown on North 
Ver­ 
non Soil Fertility Experiment Field. 
In 1913 with a corn, wheat and clo­

tin* cogs wore added when classifi­ 
cation became the first essential of 
R otary membership. 


Mr.. Barr recounted many instanc­ 
es to show that it is a small world—
